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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art discloses 
a cleaning implement having a handle, a mop head pivotably attached to the handle, at least one 
elevational element removably attached to the bottom surface of the head and an absorbent 
cleaning pad HOWEVER fails to disclose or fairly suggest the elevational element substantially 
centered on the bottom surface OR a second elevational element attached to the first elevational 
element. The prior art discloses a cleaning implement having a handle, a mop head pivotably 
attached to the handle, at least one elevational element removably attached to the bottom surface 
of the head and an absorbent cleaning pad HOWEVER fails to disclose or fairly suggest the 
absorbent cleaning pad further including a functional cuff attached to the pad, the cuff having a 
cuff material and having an inner surface and an outer surface capable of contacting a surface to 
be cleaned wherein the ration of the glide force resuhing from the contact of the inner surface of 
the cuff material against itself relative to the glide force resulting firom the contact of the outer 
surface of the cuff material against the material of the surface to be cleaned is smaller than 1 .
